A BUSINESS REPARATION PLAN 
Finding by tho expert commission to investigate the financial 
condition of Germany is that Germany can easily pay the 132,000,- 
000,000 gold marks assessed against it in 1921 for reparations. 
The expert commission proposed to put Germany in condition to 
realize these financial possibilities by making a loan secured by 
mortgage on the railroads and by the issue of gold-secured cur­ 
rency. This plan is plain business and is practicable if each nation 
concerned will waive all poltical objections. France must wothdraw 
from the Ruhr and suppress fear of Gorman economic reovery, and 
Germany must abandon the pretense that working lo pay a debt is 
slavery. If that were true of Germany, it would be eyually true of 
the United States and of every other nation that is in debt. 
The plan depends for success on the will to pay of Germany 
and on the will for peace of all the nations concerned, for the loan 
can be raised only in the United States and it will be subscribed 
only if the minds of those nations are set on doing the things ne­ 
cessary to make the security good. 


GOT WHAT HE DESERVED 
A young man was tried at Pensacola the other day for driving 
an automobile while intoxicated. 
The judge sentenced hire. to 
thirty days in a convict camp for being drunk, and just as the 
young man was congratulating himself for getting off so light, 
the judge read him a lecture upon the enormity of his offense in 
endangering the lives of others and the added four months to his 
sentence for driving while drunk. 
The man who drives an automobile onto the highway while 
in an intoxicated condition is a potential murderer, and he should 
be punished as such. The Pensacola judge was none too severe, and 
of such sentences were common there would be less drunken driv­ 
ing, and the death toll of .automobile accidents would be greatlv re­ 
duced.

THERE IS A REASON 
Announcement in Berlin, of the early recall of the German 
Ambassador in Washington is a none too pleasant reminder of the 
“flag incident” at the time of Woodrow Wilson’s death. Dr*, Wied- 
feldt upon that occasion asked for his retirement. The real trouble 
with Dr. Wiedfeldt, however, is more deeply rooted. 
He suffers 
from the complaint that seems chronic in the ranks of German 
diplomacy; the total inability to judge the sentiment of the coun­ 
try to which he is accredited. He came to Washington in May, 
1922. When in January, 1923, the French occupied the Ruhr terri­ 
tory, the Germany Government was sure that it would have Amer­ 
ican sympathy, and based its campaign of resistance partially up­ 
on this idea. Berlin must have received such assurance from its 
Washington Embassy, and its Washington Embassy must have 
blundered. It was a blunder costly to Germany but only one of 
many similar ones, lf Dr. Wiedfeldt’s successor is immune from 
them, he will be a pleasing contrast to other German Ambassa­ 
dors we have known.—Public Ledger.
